. BUTLER’S RRICKS. 
ANOTHER ONE POISED. 
Rpectal Dispatch te The Triduna, 

Wasuinerton, D. C., June 10.—The session of 
the Potter Committee seryed clearly to show 
that the position of Gen. Butler towards the 
Administration is that of irreconcilable hostility. 
The evidence which he sought to produce was 
of no importance in itself, but it helped to il- 
lustrate Butler’s peculiar methods and his pur- 
pose with respect. to this igvestigation. Butler's 
raid upon the telegraphic otlleers of this Dis- 
trict years ago m ab important investigation 
is not forgotten. Of a petty scale he 
renewed this attack today. With an air 
of mystery and a greatdeal of bluster he had 
summoned the manager Of @ telegraph com- 
pany, and began to badger im in the old famil- 
lar style. The purpose it all was to show

THE CABINET. 

Among the names mentioned was that of 
Judge Key. Butler evidently will try to make 
out that Key was appointed upon the sugges- 
tion of this man Baker, and that Baker subse- 
quently was rewarded for his stroke of enter- 
prise and wisdom by being appointed Special 
Agent in the Post-Office Department. This 
matter was undoubtedly introduced as a means 
of leading up to the Wormley Hotel conference. 
The story about Baker is an old one. It was 
published months ago that Baker attempted to 
dispose of what evidently are the very documents 
produced in the Committee to-day to Senator 
Conkling. The story was that Conkling at that 
time was contemplating a formidable attack 
upon the Administration, and these papers 
could supply him with arguments. It was pos- 
sible for anybody who wished to secure office 
uuder the Administration te send a telegram at 
his own expense to the private secretary of the 
President-elect, magnifying himself by making 
recommendations for office, and he would have 
been a poor bungler in Washington at that time 
who could not have forecasted some of the 
names that were likely to be considered for 
Cabinet positions. That Baker did, and out of 
this act, for purposes of his own, Butier is 

SEEKING TO MAKE CAPITAL. 

The incident is of no possible moment, any 
more than the Wormley Hotel conference it- 
self is, to which it is supposed that Butler in- 
tends to make this evidence lead. It will trouble 
amore ingenious man than Butler even to dis- 
cover anything in the conference that has not 
been already published. 

THE WORMLEY CONYERENCE, 
which the anti-Hayes Repubiicans have been 
pursuing so long, has suddenly been dropped 
into the background, where it belongs, by the 
statement of Ben Hill, that forty-two ex-Con- 
federates pledged themselves to each other, 
several weeks before the Wormley con- 
ference, to sec that the count 
for President was legally concluded, 
and that they did this to avert civil war. The 
awkward thing for the Potter Committee to 
face in pressing this matter further now is, that 
it must make perfectly clear the fact that the 
plans and movements of the Tilden Democrats, 


‘most of whom were from the North, were thor- 


oughly understood by the Southern Democrats 
to be revolutionary, and to involve anarchy and 
fighting. The record of yeas and nays on all 
filibustering votes, and others looking solely 
to delay in the count, will be found to 
fully bear out the statement of Sen- 
ator Hill. It will be found that about 
the number of Democrats named stood 
together for at least two weeks before the 
Wormley Hotel conference in resisting every 
motion that was essentially one of delay, and 
that just about the same anti-filibustering vote 
followed the date of that conference. There is 
great interest to see Beu Hill's list, and to learu 
what course the Democrats will pursue when 
they catch forty-two members of their own par- 
ty in what they have been pleased to denounce 
as an infamous bargain.” 

Hill further said he thought the President an 
“honest, pure, and upright man, ana that if any- 
body attempts to inaugurate revolution, ex-Reb- 
els will put it down. We will not allow it.” 

BUTLER’S DESIGNS. 

Gen. Butler stated to-day to a friend that 
Congress will do well if an adjournment is had 
in three weeks, instead of one. This statement, 
together with Butler’s publie acts and private 
utterances, indicates that he intends to do his 
best to create an excitement in the next few 
days. He will probably undertake to do this in 
two ways,—first, through the Potter Commit- 
tec, and, second, through the Judiciary Com- 
mittee, of which he isa member. In the Pot- 
ter Committee he will undoubtedly press an 
issue with Stanley Matthews, and endeavor 
to bring. about a conflict between the two 
Houses. The report said tobe favored bya 
majority of the Judiciary Committee is a dec la- 
ration that it is not the purpose of the Potter 
investigation toassail the Presidential title. 
Gen. Butler and Proctor Knott are said to be

The summons served on Senator Matthews 
to-day required him to be present at the Com- 
mittee to-morrow at 10 o’clock. The under- 
standing is that Matthews will refuse. There is 
not much doubt, then, that Butler will have in- 
fluence enough to induce the Potter Committee 
to report the case to the House for action, which 
will, of course, excite bad blood. There can be 
but one result: the Senate will stand by 
Matthews if he does not desire to submit him- 
self tothe House Committee, and the House 
will be powerless to help itself. It is even 


doubtful whether the Potter Committee could 
carry the House to any extreme measure. 
CHANGE THSIR MIND. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

WASnI Noro, D. C., June 10.—Mr. Edmunds, 
Chairman of the Select Senate Commi! ttec, re- 
cently appointed on motion of Stanley Matthews 
has reconsidered his intention of asking to 
be cxcuged from service, and will act as Chair- 
man. Messrs. Davis (Illinois), Whyte, and 
Jones, of Florida, will aiso remain on the 
Committee. It is probable that the .sessions of 
the Committee will not continue more than a 
few days after the adjournment of Congress. 
Tae Committee will meet for organization to- 
morrow, but, owing tothe pressure of public 
business in the Senate, there is very litile prob- 
ability of the investigation being commenced 
until Congress adjourns.

Mr. Hereford called up the House bill to provide 
for the election of Representatives to the Forty- 
sixth Congress in the State of West Virginia, the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections having re- 
ported amendments fixing the time for the election 
of Representatives to Congress from North Caro- 
lina, and also authorizing the present Legislature 
of New Hampshire to elect a United States senator 
for the term commencing March 4. 1879. A 
lengthy debate followed apon the last-named 
amendment, which was finally agreed to— yeas, 28 
nays, 24 he bill then passed. 

Mr. Sargent, from the Committee on Printing, 
shbmitted an amendmentto the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill. appropriating 6100. to pur- 
chase back volumes and stereotype plates of the 
Congressional Globe; also the two-story fire- 
proof building in which they are stored. Referred. 

The River and Harbor Appropriation bill was 
taken up, and Mr. Windom spoke at length in fa- 
vor of the improvement of the Missiestppi River. 

At the conclusion of Mr. Windom’s ch, the 
vote by which Senators Davis (III.), yte, and 
Jones (Fla were excused from service on the 
Select Committee appointed under the Matthews 
resolution, was reconsidered. 

Consideration of the River and Harbor bill was 
resumed. 

Mr. Cocktell epoke in favor of that part of the 
bill providing for the appointment of a Mississippi 
River Improvement Commission. He argued that 
there could be no general system for the improve- 
ment of the river until after a thorough survey. 

Pending djecuesion, Messrs. Blaine, Allwon, and 
Withers were appointed members of the Confer- 
ence Committee on the Army Appropriation bill. 

Coneideration of the River and Harber bill was 
proceeded with. 

Mr. Spencer, in charge of the bill, in answer to 
A question, said the bill as it now stood before the 
Senate appropriated $8, 252,700. As it came from 
the House it appropriated $7, 300, 000. 

Mr. Sargent called for the yeas and nays on the 
amendment increasing the appropriation for im- 
proving the harbor of Charleston, 8. C., from 
$5,000 to $200,000. It was agreed to—yeas, 41; 
naye. 8. 

Other amendments of the Committee were agreed 
to as follows: Striking out the appropriation of 
$10,000 for Port Clinton, 0.; reducing the ap- 
propriation for improving the entrance to Galves- 
ton harbor, Tex., from 8128. 000 to $50,000; 
striking ont of the House bill the appropriation of 
$25,000 for Passo Carallo iniet into Matayorda 
Bay. Tex., and that of $75,000 for improving the 
White and St. Francis Rivers, Ark. and to butid 
a etern—-wheel snag-boat for that river; increasin 
the appropriation for improving the mouth of Ke 
River, La. from $50, 000 to $150, 000. 

Pending discussion, Mr. Dorsey submitted an 
amendment to the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill 
appropriating $27,500 to pay for clerk hire, engi- 
neering expenses, Marshals’ fees, and other ex- 
senses of the Hot Springs Commission. Also au-

Mr. Eden did not understand what relief to the 
poor shoemakers wonld come fromthe employ- 
ment of mechanics on Government buildings, and 
Mr. Ittner replicd that when the mechanic got 
employment he could buy shoes. from the shoe- 
maker.

Religious Wranglings Over the 
Voitaire Centennial Cel- 
ebration..

Paris, May 20.—0f all the many fetes that 
are or were to come off during the “Exhibition 
‘year,—the annus mirabilis of France,—none have 
been looked forward to with more passionate 
expectation than the Voltaire centennial festi- 
val. Voltaire, who died 100 years ago, a few 
weeks before his great contempotary and enemy, 
Jean Jacques Rousseau, “the Man of Nature,“ 
is, even to this hour, a bone of contention to 
Frenchmen. For months past, ever since the 
centennial project was first mooted. the press 
has been grouped into several camps. The 
Radicais and the Atheistic members of the Re- 
publican partv have moved heaven and earth to 
fosure the success of the festival, and to give it 
a national character. Unfortunately, iu their 
zeal, they have succeeded in merely taking away 
the national character altogether. They were 
not content with celebrating the glory of Vol- 
taire the great writer, the historian, the hater 
of oppression and hypocrisy—in other people— 
the dramatist and poet. Had they stopped 
there, all Frenchmen could have joined hands, 
and much hot aud bitter contention would have 
been avoided, But to the Radicals, whose 
champions are the municipal councilors of 
Paris, the philosopher of Ferney was only a 
pretext for an unreasonable, Il-timed, and 
narrow 


ATTACK ON CHRISTIANITY, 

here represented by the Catholic Church. The 
Catholics and the Monarchists understood this, 
and very naturally resented it. Monseigneur 
Dupanloup, the Bishop of Orleans, sounded the 
first indignant alarm. Voltaire was repudiated 
by half tke press, and the centennial instantly 
lost its original significance. Then came a 
quarrel between the rival Committees. The 
Radical Committee, headed by the millionaire 
chocolate-manufacturer, M. Menier, could not 
agree With the Committee of the Societe des 
Gens de Lettres as tothe form the demonstra- 
tion should take. Victor Hugo, who was at 
first mixed up with the Menier people, with- 
drew. At one time we wére thréatened with 
two Voltaire festivals, and at least 
one anti-Voitairean manifestation. The quarrel 
grew fierce. One party exaggerated its hero 
into a demi-god. The other replied by publish- 
ing daily extracts from his writings, proving him 
to have been what we all knew he was,—a cyn- 
ical, fawning sycophant. Both went to needless 
pains. The quarrel bas just been settled in a 
very summary and unexpected manner. The 
Municipa! Council had decided, on its own au- 
thority, tbat on the 30th of May a statue of 
Voltaire should be solemnly unveiled in the 
Place du Chateau d' Eau, on the site at present 
occupied by a very ugly fountain; aud. besides 
announcing their intention to attend the cere- 
mony in a body. had issued an address to the 
citizens of Paris, requesting them to illuminate 
their houses. M. de Marcere, the Minister of 
the Interior, saw his opportunity, and at once 
‘tutervened to : 

STOP TIE PUBLIC DEMONSTRATION. 

on the ground that the Municipal Council had 
exceeded their privileges, both in decreeing the 


-eféction of a statue without the sanction of the 


Government, and in appealing to the citizens to 
illuminate. Any one who chooses to do so of 
course may: but the public festival. will now be 
shorn of all the features that gave offense to the 
Catholics, who, it must be remembered, are 
numerically powerful in France, whatever they 
may be in Paris. The first schente has replaced 
by another. On tue goth there will be a grund 
Voltaire Conference, at which Victor Hugo and 
some of the . literary political men of 
France will speak. Whatever money may be 
taken will be handed over to the poor of Paris. 
No one can object to this, and even the Catho- 
lies need not be irritated py the illuminations, 
for, oddly enough, the 30th is this vear Ascen- 
sion-Day, ove of the great religious holidays. 
The Voltaireans wil! put all the Chinese lan- 
terns to their own credit, and the Catholics, if 
they are so inclived, may swear they are the 
emblems of a religious reaction,—nay, if they 
are ili-natured, they may admit that they are 
meant to celebrate —— Voltaire’s death. 

Why wont those Municipais leave politics 
alone, and give us some fetcs we can enjoy in 
peace and quietness! Thank goodness, they are 
not the cnly ones Paris has to depend on for 
anmiusement. 1 can’t remember a gayer time 
than that we arehaving. Gen. Noyes’ reception 
was followed, the other night, by a soiree at the 
British Embassy,—the first, by-the-by, given by 
Lord Lyons (who is a bach« Jor) since he has held 
his post.

I 
dare say many of your readers who have visited 
Paris may have admired this house without 
knowing the name of its Owner. It stands at 
the gates of the beautiful Parc Monceau, close 
to the Boulevard Malesherbes. M. Cernuschi is 
wovably one of the wealthiest men in Paris. 
Ie has traveled all over the world, and is a 
thorough cosmopolitan, equalw at home with 
French and English, Italians or Americans. He 
has the fimest collection of Japauese curiosities 
in the world. 

I have never looked upon a more beautiful 
scene than that 1 saw in the great ball-room. 
Like the other rooms and the handsome stair- 
case, it was oOriiliantly illuminated by the new 
Jablochkoif electric light, and every corner 
available was tilled with the rarest and loveliest 
flowers.

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ST. MARY’S SCHOOL. 
To the Editor of The-Tribune. 

KNOXVILLE, III., June 8.—Knoxville and the 
adjacent country are all alive, celebrating the 
Gecennial anniversary of St. Mary’s School, of 
which the Rev. Dr. C. W. Leillngwell is Rector. 
Multitudes are gathering trom all parts of the 
State and from beyond its limits, and a great 
time is expected. The occasion will be made all 
the more notable as being the first visit of the 
Rt.-Rev. Bishop Burgess to the school, which re- 
flects so much honor upon his diocese, and am- 
ple preparations are made to give him a hearty 
welcome. Knoxvile is on the Chicago, Burling- 
ton & Quincy Road, five miles south of Gales- 
burg, and is in the centre of a rich farming 
country. Its location, accessible and noted for 
its healthiness, early pointed it out as a proper 
educational centre, and the Presbyteriaus estab- 
lished here a female college known as Ewing 
Hall. Here also is a Swedish college, founded 
by the late Hon. James Knox, from whom the 
town and the county takes its name; aud here 
is to be the Agricultural College, to which Mr. 
Knox gave $40,000 upon condition that so much 
more should be contributed in the county. 

For some reason Ewing Hall was not a suc- 
cess, and in 15638 it was turned over to the Epis- 
copalians. They begun with twenty-five pupils, 
three of whom were boarders. in three years 
it was full to its utmost capacity, and its en- 
largement Was a press! necessity. Mr. Knox 
gave for this purpose $10,000, on condition that 
the Church would give an equal sum; aud upon 
the fifth anniversary the work was completed, 
and it was made a gaia occasion. Bishop White- 
hoase delivered the address, and speeches were 
made by the Rev. Drs. Chase and Cushman and 
the Key. 8. T. Allen; and now, on the tenth an- 
biversars, but one of the four survives to greet 
the Rector and the school. It has since contin- 
ved to grow in honor and usefulness. Pupils 
have come to it {rom the cities of the East,— 
Boston, New York, and Washington,—and in 
the West, from the plains of Colorado and the 
the canons of Utah; and it is not too much to 
say that, as a school which combines all the fa- 
cilities of education and Christian culture with 
the advantages of bome, it is second to no 
school in the country. 

Its early enlargement is again an urgent ne- 
cessity, and, iu foresight of it, Mr. Knox, who has 
been all along a benefactor to the scaool, left 
by his will $10,000, upou the same condition as 
before, The Episcopal Church has here now a 
property valued at $75,000, and a means of in- 
fluence which is of inappreciable value. Dr. 
Lefingweli is clearly the right man in the rigut 

lace, and by his aptitude and ability has made 
Br. Mary's School a household word through a 
wide extent of country. Its auniversaries are 
most notable occasions; Bishops from Lilinois 
and elsewhere are gathered; Doctors of 
Divinity put in an appearance to enjoy the 
feast; the elite of Illinois and other States 
make an annual pilgrimage to this cducational 
shrine, and it becomes an event in the calendar 
of their lives. 

On this tenth’ anniversary, the bospitality of 
the school, aud of the town, will be tried to the 
utmost. for the arriving trains are bringing 
many guests. On Sunday, Dr. Lemugwell 
preaches the Baccalaureate Sermon. Monda 
will be taken up with exercises in elocution an 
rhetoric. At night, Bishop Burgess will deliver 
an address and administer his first con- 
firmation at St. Mary's. Tuesday is 
Reunion Day. The morning will be 
occupied with reunion addresses and 
a poem. At 1 o' clock comes off the lunch and 
speeches from the invited guests. In the even- 
ing the Alumna hold their reception, and the 
beautiful parlors and studio will be filled with 
rejoicing visitors and scholars. Wednesday is 
Graduate’s Day. After music, and essays on 
„Out of the East,“ by Miss Mariah I. Burrows, 
of Decatur; *“*A Neglected Classic,“ by Miss 
Mary C. May, of Cedar Rapids, Ia.; and The 
Golden Fleece, with tne Vaiedictorv Aduress, 
by Miss Helen M. Williamson, of Quincy, Bish- 
op Burgess wili confer the degrees, and Dr. 
Leffingwell, the Rector, will place upon the neck 
of each St. Mary's Cross of Honor, whose motto 
is, Blessed are the pure iu heart, for they shail 
see God.“ And so the tenth anniversary of St. 
Mary's School will fade away, or linger only in 
the memory of its pupils and friends. Ten

A BUSY LIFE. 


The Philanthropic Labors of George 
Mueller, of Bristol, England. 


A Successful Answer to Tyndall’s Prayer- 
Gauge Question. 


An Autobiographical Sketch of His 
Career. 


An astonishingly large number of people— 
between two and three thousand—went to Far- 
well Hall yesterday afternoon. The Rev. 
George Mueller, of Bristol, England, was an- 
nounced to give a story of his life and philan- 
thropic labors, and there was a curiosity on the 
part of the orthodcx people of the city to see 
aud bear the man who had lived literally by 
faith the greater part of his long life, and whose 
name had become a hous hold word in Christian 
families. The exercises were opened by sing- 
ing, the Rev. Dr. Gibson announcing the hymn, 
followed by prayer by the Rev. Dr. Jutkins. 

Mr. Mueller then arose without introduction, 


and repeated the following text: 

And whatsoever ye shall ask in My name, tnat 
will I do, that the Father may be glorilled in the 
Son. If ye shall ask anything in my name I will 
do it.—Jon, iv., 13 aud 14. 

To most of the Christian friends present it 
was known that during his stay in Chicago he 
had been asked to give some ac®unt of his life 
and labors in England; and, as it might be of 
some use to young Christians, and micht 
strengthen the faith of older ones, he would 
comply with the request. He had been boro 
Sept. 27, 1805, in the Kingdom of Prussia. 
From his earliest days his father intended to 
make a minister of him; he was sent to a 
higher school of Germany from his ninth to his 
nineteenth years, and then he entered the 
University of Halle as a student of theology. 
Though a thevloguc, be had no great Christian 
feeling; he had never had any special Christian 
instruction; and, instead of being nearer 
to God by reason of his _ studies, 

was further than ever before 
from Him. There were 1,300 students: 
500 studving theology, but only about three out 
of the 900 were really followers of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. and they were pointed at with 
fingers of scorn by their fellows. Having tasted 
all the pleasures of the time, the theatre, the 
ball-room, the card-room, and other things, he 
tound ao relief or rest, and started to travel 
through Germany. After a time he was taken 
sick and carried home, and then he found rest 
at last. He attended a meeting of a few poor 
tradesmen, aud feuud the Lord Jesus Christ, 
and became a happy man, and had becu a happy 
man ever since, and his peace and jov bad in- 
creased coutinually. lu the commencement of 
1829 he went to England, having formed a con- 
nection with a society for the conversion of Jews 
in London; but the more he worked with them 
the more hard he found them and vuwiliing to 
be taught about the Lord Jesus Christ. He 
then doubted whether he could fulfili his duty 
to the Society, and the idea came to him wheth- 
er he ought not to follow the example of the 
Apustles and forsake the Jews for the Gentiles. 
How, then, could he support himecif if he 
should leave the service of tbe Society? He 
determined to trust himself to the mercies of 
God, und he wrote to the Society, proposing to 
go on with his work if be could be allowed to 
carry on the services as he chose. His offer 
was declined by the Secretary, and his connec- 
tion with the Society was severed. Though 
that was forty-nine years ago he had not once 
regretted it. He soon after became pastor of a 
small church at Tynemouth, in Devonshire, 
where he had great diiliculty in getting his 
temporal supplies, the members being poor. He 
finally told his brethren that they need not give 
bim a salary any more, but that he would heuce- 
forth 

LOOK ENTIRELY TO THE LORD 

for his living. Duriug the last forty.cight years 
he had had no permavent income, but nad 
wanted for nothing, and could not have been 
better supplied if he were in the best oi post- 
tions. Many times he had been left without a 
single piece of copper money in his pocket, and 
again he had been without a morsel of bread on 
the table, but each time he fell on his knees and 
prayed, and the want was always supplied. He 
was the first person in the United Kingdom 
to take this step of yt ge | his saiary, but 
his example baa since inspired thousands 
of other pastors to take the same course; aud 
be heard that even in America there were many 
pastors who received no wenn from pew rents, 
but whose wants were supplied by voluntary 
contributions. In Bristol, where hesoon after- 
wards labored, he had a great feeling for the 
poor children of the streets, and in 1834 he 
founded an institution for supporting day, Sun- 
day, and adult schools. It. began oh a small 
basis, with ouly a day school. but he had chosen 
the living God to be the patron of the institu- 
tion, and he issued circulars stating the princi- 
ples of the institution. These circulars atiract- 
ed much attention, because it was customary in 
Engéand to make some Duke, or Lord, or other 
titled person, to be patron. There were now 
seventy-five day schools in connection with tais 
institution, frequented by 13,000 children, 
thirtcen of the schools being in Spain, 
two in Italy, five in India, and six in Demerara, 
Besides, there were now thirty-three Sunday- 
schouls, gnaking altogetber 114 schools, which 
had been attended altogether by abeve 75,000 
children. in the first year they circulated a few 
copies of the Scriptures, but they were now 
sending out tens of thousands of Bibles every 
year. Of late years more than 150 missivvaries 
had been assisted in all parts of the world by 
the Society. Another feature of the institution 
was the circulation of religious books and 
tracts, and now they were sending out 4,000,000 
tracts yearly, and had sent out over 66,000,000 
since the beginning. The orphan work was 
another feature of the institution. What had 
led to its establishment was his visits in pastoral 
work, when he felt that there was nothing so 
wanting as faith in Christian people and care 
tor the fatherless children. There did not seem 
much chance to do 2 as he had no 
money or influence; but. having weighed tue 
matter well, he determined to trust in 
the Living God, and begin an orphan ‘asylum, 
leaving the care of it to God. He was nota 
hasty derson, and it took long consideration for 
him to reach toat decision. One evening he was 
reading through the Werd of God, and came to 
the cignty-first Psalm, and read: 

Iam the Lord thy God, which brought thee out 
of the land of Kgypt; open thy mouth wide and I 
will Gil it. 

He fell on his knees and prayed to God to 
give him a suitable house fortne orphan asyium 
avd a thousand pounds, or $5,000 in American 
movey. That seemed like an immense sum, 
but he trusted in God to get it. The first day 
he received one shilling from a poor German 
missionary, aud another little donation from 
another missionary, but little by little 
the money came in, and shortly after 
he received 8500 from a poor woman 
who earned $1 a day from sewing. He at first 
refused the money, but the woman compelled 
him to keep it. In about three or four months 
he was in a position to rent a house capable of 
receiving thirtv orphans, and appointed a time 
for receiving applications. He went to the 
house and waited three bours, but there was 
not a single application. He went home dis- 
couraged, and cast himself on the floor, almost 
in despair. He prayed to God. The next 
morning the first application was received, and 
in a mouth forty-two applications were received, 
and in six months he opened another house for 
very little boys and girls, below years. In 
nine months be opened a third house for boys 
overS years, and during six months the pros- 
perity of these institutions was unabated. Then 
all the money was gone. People woeld tnink 
that be should then be discouraged; but, on tne 
coutrary, he gloried in the fact, for it would 
show the world what could be done in the nine- 
teenth century 

IN ANSWER TO PRAYER. 
Thousands of these orphans had been brought 
up and educated in the fear of the Lord, aud in 
his trip to this country he had met mauy of his 
former pupils well-to-do and Christians. This 
was what had been accomplished simply in an- 
swer to prayer in this century. When it came 
to being without money, he felt that the time 
had come to prove the Lord. He called the 
help of the asylums together, and told them 
not to buy a single article except for cash. 
During the forty-four years that the asylums 
had lived they had never contracted a cent of 
debt. He reasoned that it was the work of 
God, and that they should not be conducted 
according to worldly institutions. He 
knew that there could be no loss 
in doing God's work in God's way. 
According to these principles he had acted ail 
these years, and he had never had to retrace any 
steps. It soon came to this, that they would 
have a breakfast and there would be nothing 
for dinner. Then he would call the help together 
fur a prayer- meeting, when the dinner would 
always come. Often it was necessary to have a 
second brayer- meeting to get a supper, and 
sometimes still another brayer-meetin tet 
something ior breaklast. The plan was in- 
variably successful. This happened not once, 
nor tes times, nor a hundred times, nor a thou- 
sand times, but many thousand times, 
and never was there a single failure. 
Sometimes tne letter-carrier would bring a re- 
mittauce from fricnds at a distance: sometimes

6000 in the bank to the credit of the building 
fund, the orphans were often suffering fora 
breakfast, yet he never touched a cent of the 
fund. if be had done 80 the first time, his 
spiritual thermometer would have gone down 
ten degrees, and ten degrees everytime after- 
wards. The house was opened soon ajterwards 
and filled, and there were still applications, and 
he did not know what to do. 
und prayed, and finallv started in to buil 
another asylum for 700 orphans. In four or 
five years two more houses were completed, and 
there was room for 1,150 orphans, and that, too, 
though the first house had cost $76,000, 
and the two other houses 8213, 000. 
Then there were more orphans waiting, and 
he six years later had built two more houses, 
costing $300,000. These asylums were near to- 
gether, and were like a little town. 

. THESE FIVE HOUSES 

had 1,700 windows, larger than those of Far- 
well Hall. There were generally from 500 to 
600 orphans on hand. The children were only 
those who had been bereft of both parents, and 
avother condition Was that they must have 
been lawfully begotten; and still another 
condition was that they must be destitute. 
When these conditions were fulfilled, no child 
was refused from any part of the world. Many 
from America had beeu received and brought 
up for service, and the boys were trained for 
apprentices, and the Asylum gave 865 with 
each boy who was apprenticed. Or, if one had 
a predilection for teaching, he was trained for 
that profession. He mentionea these things 
merely to encourage Christian people in doing 
the work of the Master, and in living a life of 
perfect trust.

Miscellaneous Business. 

The Council held a regular weekly meeting 
last evening. Ald. Tuley in the chair. The ab- 
sentees were Cary, Tully, Smyth, Schweisthal, 
Wetterer, Janssens. A number of the Execu- 
tive Committee of the Woman’s Temperance 
Union, headed; by ex-Presiding-Elder Jutkins 
and the Rev. Mr. Crafts, were in the lobby, in 
anticipation of the coming-up of the ordinance 
prohibiting the sale of liquor to minors. 

The Committee on Finance reported on Ald. 
Tuley’s resolutions: (1) That it was notin the 
power of the city to limit the legal-tender 


qualities of the scrip or prescribe a preference 


of one class of warrantsover another. Ali must 
be received by the tax collectors without refer- 
euce to any oarticular fund. (2) It would be 
unwise to make any regulations giving any ad- 
vantage to one over anotber payable out of the 
same fund. The Council had no power to 
direct the Treasurer to prefer any class of war- 
rants. Each warrant, per tanto, was an assign- 
ment of the fund upon which it is drawn, and 
when such warrant was presented to the Treas- 
urer for payment he had no option but to pay 
the money if it was in the Treasury. (3) As 
to small warrants, the Committee reterred 
to the clerical labor which would be 
necessary, saying that the Comptroller was en- 
deavoring to accommodate all to the best of his 
ability with the force at his command. He had 
upon four warrants to each person for each 


month asthe maximum. The Committee rec- | 


ommended that the resolutions be placed on 
file, since they were “ impracticable.” 

Ald. Ryan moved that the report be placed on 
file and the resolutions based. It was wrong, 
he said, for the Comptroller and the Mayor to 
issue one warrant to the firemen and policemen 
and other employes for the whole amount of 
their salary. That seemed to him to be in the 
interest of bankers and those who were buyin 
the paper. If warrants for $2, $5, $10, 8: 
and $30 were issued, the employes could pay 
their bakers’ and butchers’ bills, and get rid of 
their scrip, but when they got one piece for $60 
or $70, it was very difficult to dispose of. 

Ald. Cullerton pitched into the Committee, 
thev having said in their report that the Coun- 
cil could not direct the Comptroller to prefer 
any warrants. He referred to the classification 
of indebtedness some time ago, saving that the 
Council baa the power to give directions to pay 
first the paper drawn against the salaries of em- 
pioyes. He could show that the Comptroller 
had no power at all,—that he was simply a fig- 
ure head,—and that the Finance Committee had 
complete coutrol of the matter. Making an- 
tagonistic reports shouid be stopped, and the 
sooner it was investigated the better for the 
community. 

ALD. PEARSONS DEFENDED

SELLING LIQUOR TO MINORS. 

The Judiciary Committee reported in favor of 
passing the ordinance prohibiting the sale of 
liquors to minors. It imposes.a penalty of 
from #20 to 8100 for the first offense, and of $50 
to 8100 and the revocation of the license for the 
second offense. 

Ald. Gilbert spoke in favor of it, but wanted 
the report deferred. 

Ald. Daly hoped the ordinance would be pass- 
ed at once. In his view, it should be a crime to 
sell liquor to children, and those who did it 
oucht to be sent to the Penitentiary. 

Ald. Cullerton moved that ii be deferred. 

it was so disposed of aud made a special order 
for Monday night. | 

The same Committee recom mended the pass age 
of the ordinance declaring saloons ' disorderly 
houses’’ where minors are allowed to play with 
cards, dice, balls, or other articles used in gam- 
ing. It imposes the same penalty as the other.

RAILROAD SPEED. 

The Committee on Railroads reported in 
favor of the passage of the ordinanee fixing the 
rate of speed on railroads within the limits at 
six miles an hour for freight and ten miles an 
hour for passenger trains. The penalty is, not 
less than $25 por more than 8200.

RUMISSION OF JUDGMENTS. 

The Committee on Judiciary, in reporting 
upon @ petition for the remission of a judg- 
ment, said they were of opinion that no power 
was given to the Council to remit fines or judg- 
ments without a consideration therefor paid to 
the city.

GOVERNMENTAL PATERNALISM. 

There is no greater fraud or delusion than 
that which insists that the General Govern- 
ment, the State Government, and City and 
County Governments shall appropriate pub- 
lic money to be expended for the purpose of 
giving men wagés. This delusion is one of 
the most dangerous that can afflict society. 
Of course it is a favorite with demagoguts, 
and the halls of legislation resound with ap- 
peals in behalf of the poor man,” who only 
wants employment. 

Th delusion rests upon the supposition 
that money is of spontaneous growth; that 
it costs nothing to anybody to get it into the 
Trefsury, and, of course, is no loss to give it 
away. Governments in this country have 
no incomes save those derived from taxation. 
Every dollar of money passing into the hands 
of the Government—National, State, or 
local—is drawn directly from the earnings 
and products ot labor. Every man who earns 
a dollar of wages pays out of it a liberal 
percentage in the way of taxes to 
the various forms of government. He pays 
taxes on all he eats and drinks, on every 
article of wearing-apparel purchased by him 
for himself and family, and on all his property. 
The taxation of the United States in every 
form is not less than $600,000,000 a year. 
That much money of the earnings of the 
people is taken from them to be expended by 
the different branches of Government. Cer- 
tain expenditures are absolutely essential to 
the existence and maintenance of so- 
ciety. Taxation f@r these purposes is 
legitimate, because the money cannot be 
expended by any other agency for such pur- 
poses. - But taxation for any object not di- 
rectly necessary to the good of the public and 
safety of the Government is a waste of 
public money, a mere confiscation of pri- 
vate earnings, and a fruitful source of cor- 
ruption. _ 

When Congress appropriates millions of 


ployment to labor, it commits a wrong and a 
robbery on production of the most scandal- 
ous character. To collect these millions 
of dollars will involve a tax of a much 
larger sum, or the use of .a large percentage 
sufficient to cover the expense of col- 
lections, the losses, the peculations, and the 
cost of expenditure. Then the money has 


contracts, with compensation and profits to 
middle men and subordinates, so that out 
of an appropriation of $50,000,000 at least 
one-third will be eaten up' before a dollar 
reaches the hands of the “‘ unemployed la- 
borers for whose benefit the whole sum is pre- 
tended to be appropriated. In the meantime, 
where is the moneꝶ to come from? This money 
is drawn from the farmer, the manufacturer, 
the mechanic, the employing corporation, and 
businessmengrho hire labor. It is taken from 
the wages of the employe class and from 
the wages-fund of the empleyer. The man 
who employs labor and s wages has to 
take from his wages-fund sufficient to 
his share of this tax; the workman has 
take from his wages suflicient to pay his 
share of the tax. The employer having his 
fund, or the means with which he pays 
* reduced in order to pay the tax, dis- 
charges a sufficient number of workmen or 
reduces the wages of them all in order to 
meet the deficiency. A man employing five 
workmen discharges one or two of them; the 
man employing a hundred workmen reduces 
wages on all of them to cover the tax exacted 
of him. And while the appropriation 
to give more employment” is filtering 
through the machinery of Government 
agencies, and losing much of its substance 
in the process of reaching the laborers, pri- 
vate employment of common and skilled 
labor of every description is robbed of its 
means of support. 

Take, for illustration, any man of or- 
dinary business who has $10,000 to expend 
each year for wages for labor in manufac- 
tures, in building, and otherwise. Does any 
one suppose it is any benefit to his 
workmen for the Government to inter- 
pose and take part of that money from 
him and expend it through 
agents in the employment of labor? 
In the one case every dollar of the money 
will be paid out directly in payment for labor, 
and there will be added to the wealth of the 
country the product of that labor; so much 
additional capital to be engaged in 
employment of more labor next year. But 
the money taken by the Government is 
largely lost. But a comparatively small por- 
tion of it reaches the end proposed, and the 
work accomplished by it is generally of little 
public benefit. The whole expenditure is 
badly wasted. Little is left to show for the 
money. Nothing material is added to the 
general wealth. Seldom an iota is added to 
the productive capital of the country. 

Now if this $50,000,000 be left with the 
people, in the hands of those who earn it, 
and who seek to employ it profitably, and of 
course prodactively, how different will be the 
result. Ifinstead of taking this money by force 
from the people and crippling them in their 
means and in the amount of their wages, the 
whole sum be left in the hands of the em- 


that amount could be turned over and over 
in business and productive labor, and be made 
to go as far and employ twice as much 
labor as can ever be employed by the 
Government for the same money. Not 
a dollar would be wasted. Every cent 
of it would be employed productively. The 
manufacturer, having the raw materials, the 
machinery, and the labor, would produce 
something representing the combined value; 
buildings would be erected; machinery man- 
ufactured and purchased; more fields put under 
cultivation; more lumber cut and used; more 
brick. and iron consumed, and in the grand 
increase of employment and of production 
every dollar would be saved, and every dollar 
etpended would be represented by 
& corresponding production of in- 
creased value. It is not extravagant

It seems very probable that the steady 
and persistent hostility which the Roman 
Catholic Church has always manifested to- 
wards secret societies may soon be made 
to subserve the cause of law and order 
in this country to an extent that is now 
hardly anticipated by the superficial ob- 
server. The Church has always set her face 
like flint against all secret organizations of 
every name and nature, from Free-Masonry 
down to the most insignificant and harmless 
of all its copies, no matter for what purpose 
they were instituted, nor how humane and 
beneficent the objects of their association. 
Some of the Catholic priests have carried 
this opposition so far as to deny a member 
of a secret order a Christian burial, and 
have repeatedly refused to bury such in con- 
secrated ground, and for such action they 
have been promiscuously denounced by 
nearly every Protestant denomination, and 
especially by that class of blatant declaimers 
about liberty and equality with whom 
liberty means license and freedom signifies 
to do what evil you please. The firm 
grip with which the Mother Church” 
held back her excitable Irish communicants 
from entering into the Fenian folly was 
simply an act of mercy to them, and her 
course in that respect will never be for- 
gotten, but continue to receive the approba- 
tion of all order-loving citizens. In,this mat- 
ter this great denomination has always been 
consistent and unrelenting, and, having estab- 
lished a policy and marked out a course of 
conduct to be: pursued by the Church and by 
its members, there has been no deviation 
from the rule allowed, no matter who was 
displeased by its enforcement, or who was 
hurt by its practical application. The rule 
in regard to secret societies was thought by 
most people to be too much like the 
Procrustean ,bed, and too rigidly inflexible 
to be consistent with modern notions of in- 
dividual freedom. Be this as it may,—and 
we do not stop here to discuss thee motive 
that lies at the bottom of the subject, nor to 
criticise the stringency with which the 
Church has ever enforced her decree,—it is 
sufficient for our present purpose to note 
that in the course of human events the 
Catholic clergy may have it in their power 
to render a substantial service in maintaining 
the peace and permanent welfare of the 
community. If Communism is to raise 
its hydra head in this country in such a 
manner as to defy the legally-constituted au- 
thorities, it will find the Catholic Church its 
firm and unflinching enemy, instead of a 
supporter and an ally. The recent utter- 
ances of Cardinal MoCrosxxr, the highest 
authority of the Church in the United States, 
gives us the assurance that such expectations 
are well founded. The first public and offi- 
cial act of the Cardinal since his return from 
Rome is to array his Church openly on the 
side of law and order, and to rebuke in the 
most emphatic manner the C@mmunistic 
tendencies of the times. He solemnly warns 
his people against the tide of irreligion, 
infidelity, Socialism, and revolutionism that 
has begun to undermine not only the founda- 
tions of civil government but of society it- 
self, and threatens us with still greater 
calamities,” and he is aware of the fact that 
„ mischief is brewing from the elements of 
Communism and revolutionism even on this 
side of the Atlantic.” Similar action has al- 
ready been taken by some of the clergy in 
this respect in the East and West, and, now 
that the Prince of the Ohurch has spoken, 
we may look for united and energetie action 
in favor of good order. 

THE hears SILVER CONFER- 

When the Senate Silver bill was adopted, 
which afterwards became the law, a provis- 
ion was incorporated instructing the Gov- 
ernment to invite the European Powers to 
an International Conference with the pur- 
| pose of securing a general adoption of the 
double standard, and an agreement upon a 
» fixed and.common ratio of values between 
gold and silver. Itis such an international 
agreement which M. Cernvuscat holds, with 
much reason, to be essential to the main- 
tenance and usefulness of the double stand- 
ard. Secretary Evarrs has sent out.invita- 
tions in accordanco with the law, and France, 
Russia, Greece, and Italy have already signi- 
fied their acceptance. This number will be 
sufficient to assure the holding of the Confer- 
ence at Paris, even if none of the other 
Powers shall join in it. But the presence of 
three of the members of the Latin 
Union will, in all probability, induce the other 
two members—Switzerland and Belgium 
to seek a representation. It is probable, 
also, that the Austro-Hungarian Empire will 
take part in the Conference, and for the 
same reason that must have influenced 
Russia largely. Austria, like Russia, has 
a depreciated paper currency; and these 
nations are in a much worse financial con- 
dition than the United States was under sim- 
ilar circumstances, and must feel even more 
than we did the necessity of silver as a step- 
ping-stone to resumption. The Silver Con- 


more favorably than did the International 
Postal Conference, which has produced such 
splendid results. The object to be reached 
in the one case is very much the same as in 
the other,—an international standard for 
mutual benefit. 

The nations which are expected to stand 
out against the proposed Conference are Ger- 
many and Great Britain; but there are al- 
>ready*influences at work which may make a 
révolution in the public sentiment of those 
countries, and persuade those Govern- 
ments to acquiesce, at least so far 
as consultation goes. In Germany, the 
idea is taking strong hold that the 
practical demonetization of silver in that 
country is largely responsible for the pre- 
veiling hard times. The elimination of sil. 
ver from circulation, by Government pur- 
chase and sale abroad, has certainly exerted 
more influence upon monétary and commer- 
cial affairs than the statutory demonetization 
of silver had exerted in this country. With 
us, neither gold nor silver was in active cir- 
culation at the time the double standard was 
abandoned, and we only began to estimate 
the influence of that law, and feel its effects, 
as we approached the date fixed for resump- 
tion, and were confronted with the ne- 
céssity of attempting to resume with a lim- 
ited and constantly contracting supply of 
| gold. The prices of all property were 
shrinking, not merely in proportion to the 
appreciation of greenbacks to a specie basis, 
bat in proportion to their appreciation to 
an exclusive gold basis. The prospect alread 
was that of a continued shrinkage after re- 
sumption, es gold should grow searcer and 
scarcer in proportion to the demand for 
money, and hence dearer and dearer.

Germany has been going 
experience. The stock of money has been 
materially reduced by withdrawal of large 
amounts of silver ; the gold has not filled the 
vacancy, and the outlook has impressed it- 
self upon the industrial and commereial 
classes that gold will continue to grow 
scarcer and dearer as the nation shall ap- 
proach actual demonetization and disuse of 
silver save for subsidiary coin. Prices have 
naturally and tmevitably fallen in propor- 
tion; commercial and industrial enterprise 
has been retarded from buying, manu- 
facturing, and investing in the face of 
a falling market; decline in business, loss of 
confidence, hoarding of gold, lack of employ- 
ment have followed, and these are the inci- 
dents that make up hard times. Already one 
prominent German newspaper has printed a 
series of articles on this theme, and the 
knowledge of the cause and effect will 
become more general among the people. 
Then will come the popular demand, as it 
came here, that the withdrawal of silver 
from monetary service shall be stopped. The 
answer of the monometallists has been that, 
if Germany shall commit itsslf to the double 
standard, che Latin Union will abandon it, 
and Germany will have to carry the silver 
load alone; but the obvious remedy against 
any such turn of affairs is for Germany to 
join an International Congress, of which the 
Latin Union States shall be members, as a 
certain meaus for protection by insuring a 
common policy. This is likely to be a course 
of reasoning which will, sooner or later, 
induce Germany to become a party to an 
international standard governing the relative 
values of silver and gold. 

There are influences in England which will 
work towards the same end. The great 
capitalists of Great Britain have the same 
reason for urging the single gold standard 
that actuated the New England and Wall 
street money-lenders. Their periodical re- 
ceipte of interest and ultimate return of 
principal will be enhanced iu value as gold be- 
comes relatively scarcer and dearer by reason 
of itsmonopoly of the money function. But 
England’s vast Indian interests are in conflict 
with this view. Silveris the moncy of India, | 
and must continue to be so. To enlarge the 
area of the single standard of gold will be to 
continue to depress the value of silver, and 
England must suffer by the fall in all 
its commercial relations with its Indian 
provinces. England will also be affected by 
American dictation. As the law stands, and 
with the so-called balance of trade likely to 
be as it‘is now against England and in favor 
of the United States, the English people 
will be compelled to pay us for our products 
in gold, or in silver at its bullion value in 
gold. The United States will be master of 
the situation, for England will soon tire of 
sending back bonds in payment of American 
balances, because these bonds are the safest 
and most profitable securities held in En- 
gland. In their trade relations with America, 
as well as with India, England will suffer by 
the continued depreciation of silver, and the 
money-lenders there may eventually be over- 
come by the general commercial interests 
which will demand an international standard 
of value. Though the International Silver 
Conference may start out without England, 
Germany, or Holland, it is not unlikely that 
an international agreement including the 
other Great Powers will induce these Gov- 
ernments to apply for admission, and to join 
in an agreed standard, with such limitations 
of coinage as each nation may choose to make 
for itself with the consent of the others.

THE EDISON-HUGHES CONTROVERSY... 

We have already commented upon some of 
the general issues involved in the contro- 
versy between Mr. Epison and Prof. Huacues, 
of London, as to the priority of invention of 
the instruments for magnifying sound and 
measuring minute degrees of heat. Since 
those comments were made, we have seen a 
statement by Mr. Eprson himself, in reply 
to an article in the New York Tribune set- 
ting forth thie claims made by Prof. Hvonxs, 
which sheds a great deal of light upon the 
subject, and not only establishes Mr. Eprson’s 
claim to priority, but makes it very probable 
that the Haus discovery is a straight-out 
steal. which was made possible by the breach 
of confidence of one of Mr. Eorsox's pre- 
tended, treacherous friends. 

The two improvements in preparing the 
carbon buttons for the telephone claimed by 
Prof. Huaues, namely, the metallization of 
the carbon by plunging it Into mercury and 
the division of the carbon into several pieces, 
Mr. Eprtson claims are not original with 
Prof. Huaures. The metallization of carbou 
by mercury baths he employed last year in 
his telephone experiments, and likewise fur- 
nished memoranda of the results to Mr. 
Gronda B. Prescort, the electrician, for his 
forthcoming work upon The Speaking 
Telephone,” also for articles contributed by 
him to the Journal of the Telegraph in April 
last. The other improvement, the subdivis- 
ion of carbon, was also repeatedly tested by 
him in ‘his telephone experiments in the pres- 
ence of the late Mr. Oxron, the illustrative 
drawings of which he still has in his posses- 
sion. Thus much for the improvements. As 
to the principle itself which Prof. Hans 
claims to have discovered, namely, that car- 
bon has the property of chang- 
ing its resistance with pressure, and 
that these effects are due to 
a difference of pressure at the different 
points of contact,” Mr. Eptson again con- 
fronts the English Professor with the enun- 
ciation of this very principle as a discovery 
of his own in his application for a patent 
for an improvement in speaking tele- 
graphs,” dated July 20, 1877, and published 
eight days laterin the Scientific American. 
Mr. Paxgsoorr also recorded this discovery 
months ago in the volume above mentioned, 
and in the following language: By con- 
stant experimenting, however, Mr. Epison 
at length made the discovery that, when 
properly prepared, carbon possessed the re- 
markable property of changing its resist- 
ance with pressure, and that the ratios of 
these changes, moreover, corresponded ex- 
actly with the pressure.” Mr. Epison does 
not stop here, but goes on, and with equal 
certainty demolishes the remaining claims 
made by Mr. Hycuzs. The latter having 
alleged his disuse of the diaphragm, and that 
the variations in the strengths of the cur- 
rents flowing are produced simply aud solely 
by the direct effect of the sqnorous vibra- 
tions,” Mr. Epison quotes the following 
from Mr. P orr's book, which also shows 
that the discarding of the diaphragm is his 


invention : 


In the latest form of transmitter which Mr. 
Epison has introduced, the vibrating diaphragm is 
done away with altogether, it having been found 
that mach better results are obtained when a rigid 
plate of metal is substituted in its place. With 
the old vibrating diaphragm the articulation pro- 
duced in the receiver js more or less muffled, owing 
to slight changes which the vibrating disk occa- 
sions in the pressure, and which probably results 
from tardy dampening of the vibrations after hav- 
ing been once started. Inthe new arrangeme nt, 
however, the articulation isso clearand exceed- 
ingly well rendered that a whispereven may readily 
be transmitted and understood. The flexible plate, 
of course, merely serves, in consequence of its 
comparatively large area, to concentrate a con- 
Biderabie portion of the sonorous waves upon the

Hvuoues in his alleged discoveries, and that 
he has positive evidence it reached him be- 
fore the microphone was presented to the

very strong case for himself as the prior in- 
ventor or discoverer of every principle and 
application set forth by Hueuzs, and has a 
right to claim the glory as well as the emolu- 
ments of his accomplishments. Unfortu- 


nately, the want of an international patent 


law, by which aninventor can completely 
protect himself in foreign countries, may 
cut him off from the latter, but it cannot 
strip from him the renown which attaches to 
his discoverieg The circumstances of this 
case are peculiarly aggravating, as they show 
that Mr. Epison’s rights as an inventor have 
not only been violated abroad, and this is 
not the’ first instance, but that they were 
violated through a breach of confidential 
friendship by a man to whom he had in- 
trusted the secrets of his work. As to this,

If Mr. Epison’s statements are 
correct, and we have no reason for disbe- 
lieving them, Mr. Hucues and Mr. Prerrcsz 
are guilty of conspiracy to steal Mr. Eor- 
sons discoveries, and the conspiracy has 
been made successful in a manner more dis- 


reputable than ordinary pilferers adopt. 
CAMERON'S RECOLLECTIONS. 

Among the “recollections” of Simon Cam- 
BRON given to an interviewing correspondent, 
and printed in Tas TRIBUNE last week, is one 
that Mb might have turned Gettysburg 
into a Waterloo UH he had pushed his advan- 
tage,” and Mr. CAMERON relates his reasons 
for so thinking. His remarks are attracting 
considerable attention, and many participants 
in that great battle are commenting upon them, 
some concurring in his views and others ob- 
jecting. One officer, whose letter we printed 
Sunday, says: 

I was amongst those of the Army of the Poto- 
mac at that time who could not comprehend the 
tactics of Gen. Mraz, and cannot yet. I wasin 
the Third Army Corps under Gen, Frencu. We 
moved across Antietam Creek on Saturday, and 
early Sunday morning received a notice from head- 
quarters: The General commanding will attack 
the enemy at 8 o’clock.”” We got ready as per 
orders, but 8 o'clock came and no movement. At 
10 o'clock we heard distinct artillery firing north - 
west, towards Hagerstown, which soon died 
away, and we remained all that day Sunday 
and all Monday motionless the whole 
army eager for combat. The whole army, to the 
lowest private, felt that Lez was cooped up be- 
tween the swollen Potomac and the Army of the 
Potomac, and that a good stroke would close the 
War, and it was with sad, depressed spirits on 
Tuesday the army turned ite way back again to 
Joliow Lux across at Harper's Ferry, and so along 
up the Blue Ridge, and again confroat him along 
the dreary line of the Rapidan or Rappahannock. 
We heard atthe time that Gen. Mgapsp called a 
council of war, and the council, in accordance 
with the old saying. A council of war never 
fighte,’’ voted against attacking Ler, buat reither 
at the time nor since have lever heard any reasons, 
much less good ones, why the greatest opportu - 
nity aflorded during the whole War of closing it by 
one grand stroke was not taken advantage of. 


Lge began his retreat on the Fourth of July 
to the Potomac, forty-five or fifty miles distant 
from the battle-field, and on the 9th all that 
was left of the Rebel army was concentrated in 
position between Williamsport and Falling 
Waters, covering the crossings of the river at 
both places. Les suffered severely in the re- 
treat to the river. The Federal cavalry made 
several thousand prisoners, captured aud burned 
hundreds of baggage-wagons, and inflicted 
heavy loss on the enemv. The South Mountains 
had been passed by both armies, and they were 
in the strip of territory between them and the 
Potomac. Les stood at bay July 9; he could 
retreat no further ou account of the condition 
of the river. During the Rebel retreat theré 
had been heavy rains, and, when the Rebel 
army reached the Potomac, they found it so 
swollen ag to be wholiy unfordable, and their 
pontoons were not constructed until five days 
afterwards. LEE's communications with the 
South were thus interrupted, endangering the 
satety of his army. The difficulty of procuring 
ammunition and subsistence became very great; 
the swollen river stopped the working of the 
neighboring mills. There was not ammunition 
enough in LEE's army to have defended it for 
one day’s fighting. The advance guard of 
MEADR’s army confronted Lex’s force from the 
hour the Rebels reached the river; but the 
main body ot the Federal army was held back 
for some unexplained reason, and was not 
in line facing Lee until the 12th of July. 
What was Mrab doing from the 8th to the 
18th of July! Why did he not attack on the 
12th and 13th? He knew the condition of Lzer’s 
army, and saw that it was caught in a trap, with 
a swollen river behind it, and no means 
of crossing. Miapz's army, heavily rein- 
forced and flushed with victory, was drawn up 
in front of the discouraged remnants of Lgn’s 
defeated force on the evening of the llth of 
July. It lay idle all of the 12th and 13th, look- 
ing at Les’s army working like beavers in 
building their bridges to get over the Potomac. 
On the night of the 13th, ten days after the 
close of the great battle, the Rebel army began 
to cross the Potomac, Kwatr's corps fording 
the river at Williamsport,—the Potomac having 
sufficiently subsided,—while LONGsTREEr’s and 
HILv’s corps crossed upon the reconstructed 


‘bridge, near Falling Waters, where most of the 


train had previously passed. But the passsge 
was not completed until 1 p. m. of the 14th, 

when the last of the Rebels were over. On this 
last day, Hu. 's rear-guard was vigorously as- 
sailed by KrarRICR's cavalry, who captured 
two Rebel guns and 1,500 vrisoners. This was 
all the assault that Map permitted. The 
question recurs, What was Mzapg doing from 
the 9th to the 13th of July with his reinforced 
army of 90,000 to 100,000 flushed, eager men? 
Had Map forced the fighting during those 
precious days, and pushed his advantage as 
GRANT, or SHERMAN, or SHERIDAN would most 
certainly have done, nota man of Lzr’s army 
could have escaped death or capture. It would 
have been more than a Waterloo; it would have 

been a Sedan. And when Lzr’s army was de- 
stroyed the Rebellion would have speedily col- 

lapsed. Virginia could immediately bave been 

swept by the Federal troops, and the end of the 

contesjgwould have soon followed.

The 
amonnt of money in circulation now been sud- 
denly contracted by the expulsiog of a large quan- 
tity of silver, and, accordingly, al! prices decline, 
and the process of adjustment proves painful to all 
who depend on prices. If the people of the United 
States can get a good price for their spare products 
on condition of taking silver in payment, accord- 
ing to this view they ought to accept it.

OnJune 1, 
1875, Keboe, the County Delegate of Schuyl- 
kill, asked Dennis Cannivg, a County 
Delerste of Northumberland, to furnish 
men with Donnelly to murder Sanger. Don- 
belly was Body-Master at Raven Run. Canniag 
refused, bat Sanger was murdered on the day 
above vamed, aod with bim Wins Wren. 
Thomas Manley; one of the murderers, was 
hanged @ year ago. Donnelly subsequently 
confessed that be, with Jack Keboe, procured 
the murderers; that they were at his 
house the nicht before the murder, and 
he gave them food and drink. It was 
proved, op Donnelly’s trial, that Keboe and 
he conspired for the murder of Sanger because 
they accused him of discharging Mollies and 
putting Englishmeo to work. Sanger was a 
marked man after 1874 in the summer of which 
year Donuelly pointed him out to Patrick 
Butler and other Mollies as the mav whom the 


Mollies must kill. Donvelly was not arrested 
until Oct. 1, 1877, and be was seatenced on Jap. 
6, 1878. Tbe Board of Pardons refused 
to interfere. The execution has been postpon- 


ed by the ype the last time for twenty

THE PASSENGER-RATE TROUBLES. 

The Genera! Ticket and Passenger Agents of 
the roads leading East from this city held 3 
meeting yesterday afternoon to take action in 
regard to the unsettled passenger rates to the 
East. It was agreed to re-establish the regular 
tariff rates from this city to Eastern points un- 
til after the meeting of the General Managers, 
which will be held in New York to-day. A dis- 
patch was forwarded to the Managers request- 
ing them to take cognizance of the passenger 
troubles during their session, and adjust the 
difficulties if possible.

HOOLEY’S THEATRE, 

Last evening a brilliant audieoce, filling the 
greater part of the auditorium, assembled to 
welcome the return of the Union Square com- 
pany, who opened the summer season with 
Octave Feuiliet’s play, Moutjoye,“ or, as 
it has been rechristened by the adapter, The 
Man of Success.“ It was first produced at the 
Theatre Franeals, Paris, and recently in New 
York. The brief outline of the story given in 
Tas SunDay TRisunz sufficiently indicates the 
scope and spirit of the work, which is meant to 
ulustrate the worthlessness of ambition, and 
preach the useful mora] that man should have a 
higher end in view than the achievement of 
mere worldly success. If this were ali that the 
plece was written enforce, we should be in- 
clined to think that much labor was thrown 
away. Plays produced forthe purpose of in- 
culcating a good moral lesson are not always so 
interesting as they ought to be, and, in the 
case of ‘‘Montjoye,” the object lesson is made 
so conspicuous iu the telling of the story as to 
lesson ita effectiveness asa drama. The prin- 
cipal character is drawn something after the 
method of Charles Dickens in his Gradgrind, 
and his final discomfiture and repentance are 
brought about apparently for a similar pur- 
pose. Up to the third act the situa 
are interesting, with a pretty love-story 
running through all, avd the several 
personages enlist our sympathies. But here the 
moral lesson begins. to loom up, and from 
that point the work loses much of its dramatic 
power, and becomes talky, prosaic, didactic. 
The denouemeot is singularly pointless. There 
are, however, many admirable features in the 
play, such as the profoundly interesting delinea- 
tion of character in Afontjoye, which introduced 
forthe first time to Chicago Mr. Charlies F. 
Coghlan, whose many triumphs in New York 
are not unknown to our play-goers here. Mr. 
Coghlan's impersonation of the hard, cold man 
of the world, whose whold being is wrap- 

up in the achievement of a sel- 
fish success, was a piece of consummate 
theatrical art. It is What an actor would call 
„hard uphill work“ to Invest such à character 
with the interest belonging to the leading fea- 
ture of a drama, since itis one that naturally 
evokes ateeling of decided repugnance in an 
audience. In Mr. Coghlan’s delineation we rec- 
ognize a subtlety of a method, and a complete 
identification of himself with the part which he 
never fora moment loses. And what can be 
said, unfortunately, of few even among our 
best actors in these days, he acte as if there was 
no audience in front of him. He met. with 
a generous welcome last evening, and made a 
decidedly favorable impression upon the eudi- 
ence, who more than once called him belore the 
curtain. Tne love portion of the story was — 
prettily interpreted by Miss Sara Jewett, 
Mr. Henry Crisp as George Sorel, the young 
lover, and inheritor of misfortune, ac in a 
modest, manly way that won considerable a 
proval. Mr. John Parselle made an admirab 
portraiture of Saladm, and Mr. J. B. Polk 
hit off a clever sketch of an eccen- 
tric Baron tio Velez, a personage who, 
by the way, seems to have hardly 
any business in the play whatever.

1 will briefly. state the experience of Capt. 
Parry, who made five voyages up th and 
after the experience he had I do nut think any 
man can doubt for a moment which theory. has 
the most truth in it, Parry knew not ot the 
Symmes theory, nor did any of the explorers I 
will mention.

How- 
gate is to land his men as near the hty-first 
degree as he can, and then go by land in search 
of the North Pole; but instead of reaching 
the Pole be will find his way into Symmes 
Hole, or all the experience of explorers will 
amount to nothing. There are 1,131,000 square 
miles of this world laying iu the north yet un- 
discovered, and I want to accompany the How- 

ate expodition so that there will be no turning 
— when it is found that the Newtonian the- 
ory wiil not carry the exploring party on ice to the 
North Pole, but into ‘Symmes’ Hole,“ where 
the climate is warm and genial, and where the 
big trees and the vegetables and flowers grow 
that come floating down from the north and 
lodge on the northern coast of Spitzbergen and 
Norway.

THE SURPLUS CASE. 

The trial of the scizure case of the United 
States vs. 15,962 gallons of distilled spirits 
Gaimed by Helmbols & Co. oceupicd the entire 
day yesterday before Judge Blodgett. This is 
known as the “surplus’’ case, the claimants 
alleging that the spirits seized were all lawful 
accumulations from liberal gauging, wantage, 
ete. 

This Judge Bangs in his opening denied, and 
claimed that the natural result of rectifying 
was a loss, ahd that it would be impossible to 
accumulate such a quantity of spirits in less 
than ten months unless the parties were run- 
ning crooked. 

Mr. Juesson, on behalf of the defendants, con- 
tended that the surplusage was was all legal, 
and that he could show that when, for Instance, 
100 galions of spirits Of 188 proof and 100 gallons 
of water were mixed, the result would be 200 


, gallons 98 proof instead of 04 proof; in other 


words, that there was a gain of 4 per cont by the 
operation. 

The first witness for the Government was 
Deputy Collector Springer, who testified to 
making the inventory in June, 1876, when this 
surplus was discovered. | 

Collector Harvey followed, testifying that he 
made the seizure; that the defendants had after 
the seizure claimed that the spirits seized were 
„Surplus.“ 

C. A. Vail, Gauger. A. H. Powell, — 
— C. H. Dodson, clerk, correborated ‘ 

nger. 

The chief witness for the defendants was Au- 
ton Junker. He testified that the principal way 
in which Helmholt saved was by not letting 
good lie in the establishment, but shipping 
them out again within twenty-four hours, thus 
saving leakage. Another way was by means of 
the wantage, which they reckoned both ways in 
their own tavor. D gained a gallon a barrel 
by the liberal gauge which distillers always gave 
rectifiers.

They 
bad had no surplus since, because there was no 
inducement to make it when the Government 
would not allow it or let them have it, and they 
had not cared to try to save it. Avother way 
they had saved was by not running spirits 
through charcoal, but simply dumping into a 
receiver and adding water until the proof was 
100. There was a loss of 2 percent by running 
through charcoal. | 

Tha trial was vdt concluded, and will be con-

THE IMMUNITY CASES. 

On taking his seat yesterday morning, Judge 
Blodgett, of the United States District Court,

GENERAL. 
THE CHICAGO BUILDING SOCIETY. 

About two years ago considerable attention 
was drawn to the neat way in which the Chicago 
Building Society managed to extract 16 per cent 
on its loans, while apparently charging only 8 
percent. A number of bills were filed to ob- 
tain relief from this extortion, and Judge Far- 
well in an able opinion exposed the scheme, and 


rendered decrees in favor of the parties who had 


been fleeced. An attorney named Peckham, 
who has since left the State, also figured in un- 
enviabie notoriety in convection with these 
suits, and was again and again in the bills, 
charged with having sold out his clients’ inter- 


ests to the Buflding Society. 

One of the cases with which Peckham was 
connected—that of Simer vs. The Chicago 
Bullding Society—was appealed tothe Appel- 
late Court and decided by it yesterday. The 
decree was in favor of the Socicty for a certain 
amount, though no cross-bill had been filed. 

Judge Pleasauts delivered the opinion of the 
Court orally. He said that the general rule 
was that affirmative relief could not be granted 
to a defendant without his filing a cross-bill. 
But there were certain exceptions. One was 
where a bill was filed for an account, and it was 
then presupposed that there was a possibility of 
a balance being found in favor of the defendant, 
and a decree could rendered in his 
favor in such a case for positive relief without 
a crose-bill. Another case, and that was the 
condition of the present suit, was when a de- 
eres was rendered by stipulation. In the pres- 
ent instance the complainant, by bis attorney, 
had stipulated to that effect. The decree 
found and was entered on an agreement 
entered into between the parties. It was ob- 
jected that the stipulation or agreement was 
not that of all the parties, but of only ove. 
The answer to that was, the Court below did 
find that tne decree was entered in pursuance 

agreement. Ihe agreement may have 
been by all parties, and the Court below hay- 
ing found it to be by ment, the Appellate 
Court would indulge the presumption that all 
parties interested consented.

SUENG STATE SAVINGS STOCKHOLDERS 


Among the eases decided yesterday by the 
Appe Court was that of Robert A. hiids 
vs. the State Savings Institution. Judge Otis, 


it will be remembered. was appointea Keceiver 
of the State Savings Institution on the 18th of 
September last. Soon after that a large num- 
ber of suits were beruo by various depositers 
against the stockholders of the institution to 
enforce their stock ability, Among them were 
George W. and Anna M. Cushing, who by their 
attornéy, Robert A. Childs, recoveréd judgment 
against the bank for some 2,000. On 
e Ast of November, Judge Otis, by his at- 
ornev, and without any notice to the Cushings 
or Childs, asked and obtained an order from 
qudee Williams preventing the Cushings or 
their attorney from taking any steps whatever 
to enforce their judgment. Childs subsequently 
appeared before the Judge and argued the ques 
tion hotly, contending that it was utterly ille- 
gual to issue such an order when he was an utter 
stranger to the suit in which the ordcr was 


made, that no notice had been served 
on him or his clients, and that he 
could not have his richts curtailed 


in 60 arbitrary a manner. Being tnsuccessful 
in his efforts before Judge Williams, Childs 
took an appeal to the Appellate Court, and yes- 
terday that Court affirmed the ruling ef the 
Court helow. No opition was rendered. The 
counsei for the Receiver ¢ontended, and the 
Court by itsruling holds that there are a certain 
class of cases wherein, when all the parties are 
intimately connected in interest, or in which the 
defendants are very numerous, only so man 
persons need be made defendants as wi 
represent faithfully the whole, and then an in- 
junction may be issued against all, even though 
all may not by name be parties to the litigation. 
: SOMB KNOTTY QUESTIONS OF Law. 
Judge Harlan has been occupied the greater 
t of several davs in hearing the case of the 
ourth National Bank ve. H. H. Walker and 
others, involving seme interesting points. In 
1869 S. J. Walker borrowed $50,000 of Hugh 
Maher, giving notes secured by trust-deeds 
executed by H. H. Walker.

They ex, 
hibived to fair audiences, and, as is claimed, 
made enough to pay all expenses, ineluding sal- 
aries and advertising. Three days after they 
arrived here the complainants’ learned 
that. there was a mortgage for $4,100 
on the property, civen to Mrs. Susan M. Stone, 
wife of a brother of D. W. Stone, and that she 
had foreciosed the mortgage. At the time the 
cirens suspended the proprietors owed their 
employes over $4,800, for which they gave their 
due-bills and discharged them.

About a yearago the girl suddenly disappeared 
from Indian Grove, and no traces of her could be 
found. Her distressed mother learned, only a 
short time ago, that she was in Chicago, and yee- 
terduy she caused the arrests aforesaid. It ap- 
ears that atthe time of her disappearance from 
ndian Grove Mar came to Chicago in 
charge of Mr. Vail, and she was lodged 
at. No. 36 Fig street. There she had four 
squalid rooms, scantily furnished, for which the 
handsome sum of 87 per month was paid. The 
detectives found Mr. Vailand Mary at the roome. 
When they were about to accompany the officers 
to the court a baby’s cry was heard in an adjoin- 
ing room, and MacDonald walked in, picked up 
the child, —a# 9-months-old boy, —and asked whose 
it was.

Formal Opening of the Park Avenue Hotel 
by the Managers of the Stewart Estate. 
New York Timea, June 9. 

Owing to its iack of, patronage and its conse- 
quent failure as a hotel for women exclusively, 
the late Woman's Hotel was thrown open to 
the general public yesterday at noon, under the 
name of the Park-Ayeague Hotel. The recep- 
tion was informal and quiet, and altogether 
about 500 persons took dinner in the main din- 
ing-room, This magnificent hotel was described 
fully in the Zsmes of April 6 last, and $50,000 
have since been expamded upon it in making 
such alterations as the change in its character 
necessitated. The store-room on the ground 
floor, on the corner of ‘Thirty-second street and 
Fourth avenue, has been converted into a large 
and elégantly-fitted up bar-room, with a thirty- 


‘eight-foot bar, backed by, tall, broad plate mir- 


rors. The bar, being forthe exclusive use of 


the guests, will have no street entrance. On 
thé Fourth avenue side t is adjoined by three 
large lounging and smoking rooms, each 17x60, 
and ali connected by large arches., On the Thir- 
ty-second street side the bar adjoins the cigar- 
stand and two large Wiillard-rooms. The other 
store rooms on the Thirty-second street side 
have been transformed into a series of 
dining-rooms, communicating with one 
another by arches, and together ca- 
pable of accommodating 324 persons. 
Five hundred volumes have been added to the 
2.576 in the library, which- will remain and be 
kevt up for the use of the pew guests. Parke’s 
beautiful tigures of Paul Dombey aud Lit 
tie Nell,“ and all the rare Japanese and Chinese 
antiquities will also remain.

Kjusquiza’s Venetian Scene on the 
Grand Canal,“ Abbema’s Lady in Black.“ 
and the three Dusseldorf masterpieces, 
Frieddemann’s Triumphal Entry) of 
Columbus into Salamanca,“ 8. Lachen- 
witz’s Deer Pursued by Wolves,“ and 
Schuz’s Picnic,“ will continue to adorn the 
walls. Freer access to the court has been se- 
cured by making numerous new entrances from 
the ground and basement floors. An immense 
iron balcony is beisg constructed from the first 
floor all around the court for promeuading and 
lounging.

Ann Anno, Mich., June 10.—The announce- 
ment is made that in the Latin, English, and 
Scientific courses twenty-six courses of study 
will be required for graduation, while twenty- 
four are required in the Classical course, one 
course of study consisting of five exercises a 
week during one semester for the Master's de- 
gree. inthe three former courses four more 
courses will be required; and in the Classical 
course six more, making thirty courses required 
for all the Master’s degrees iu all of the courses. 
The Master's degree will be given to the stu- 
dent who has completed thirty courses, 
whether he has ever taken a Bachelor's 
degree or not. This is an innovation in the 
American degree. Master and Bachelor of 
Philosophy are to be chauged to Master and 
Bachelor of Letters. Instead of the degrees of 
Civil and Mining Engineers, as first d 
the degree of Bachelor of Science is given, and 
the degrees of Civil and Mining Engineers will 
be given as second degrees. The number of 
electives is to be much increased, about ont- 
half of the studies only being required in the 
Classical, Latin, English, and Scientific courses, 
the other half being elective. Several new 
studies are added for instance, a course in 
Bibliography, the study of chances, etcs. Classic 
distinctions are in the main broken down, as, 
with certain exceptions; students may elect 
their studies in any order they choose.

3, 1877. there remained unfinished in said office a 
very large portion of the Collector’s warrants, 
work which should have been ready for delivery 
about the 10th of December. 1877, and the com- 
pletion of which 2 me to employ a consider - 
aulv larger force of clerks than under ordinary 
circumstances would have been necessary. much 
to the increase of the pay - roll for said month. 
Also, that I found a great quantity of certificates 


which were not recorded, as also a larce amount 
recorded but not compared.

y the new system which I have adopted, a great 
pert of unnecessary and tedious labor is dis- 
pensed with at a considerable reduction in the cost 
of said work, to such extemt that the work, which 
during the year 1877 cost $16,730, will hereafter 
be performed at a cost not exceeding $1, 200. 
This will be accomplished by using printed forms 
cerresponding, with the certificates, and filling 
them in with the descriptions, instead of copying 
them entirely by hana. 

A further material saving might be made as fol- 
lows: Taxes remaining unpaid on the Collector's 
warrants are now by law required to be copied by 
the Treasurer on what is known asthe delinguent 
list, which delinquent hist is again required to be 
copied by the County Clerk in what is known as 
the judgment record, on which judgment record 
judgment is finally asked.

By actof Legislature, May 25, 1877, there has 
been added to the County Clerk's office a new de- 
partment, known as the Department of Vital 
Statistics, the duties of which are requiring the 
work of twomen. It affords me pleasure to be 
able to say that the results achieved by said de- 
partment, though not as compivte as they will be 
in time, are very gratifying, and the department 
established at the instigation of the Board of 
Health promises to be one of great value. Some 
further legislation, however, on tue subject would 
matorialiy assist in rendering the system more 
perfect. 

i take further pleasure in calling your attention 
to the fact tuat although the probate business has 
been separated from the County Court, yet that since 
the law giving the County Coart jurisdiction in com- 
mon-law cases went in operation on tne second 
Monday in December, 1877, the business of the 
County Court has steadily increased over that of 
past years, as shown by exhibit of cases entered 
since the second Monday in December, 1877, as 
follows: Common-law cases, 778; lunacy, 96; in- 
solvents, 26; bastardy, 22; adoption, 7; special 
assessments, 77; voluntary assignments, 7; village 
organization, 1; fees coilected in County Court 
during six months ending May 31, 1877, $3,510;

THE COUNTY TREASURER’S REPORT 
for the quarter ending June 1, showing the con- 
dition of the funds, was submitted. It showed 
that there was on hand to the credit of the 
General Fund when the last report was made,

The Court-House Fuad had 
received $76,507, and a balance was left to its 
credit of $6,265. There was to the credit of the 
Sinking Fund, new indebtedness, $111,216, 
which is the same as the last report showed. 

Accompanying the report was also the semi- 
annual report of the Treasurer. it made the 
following showing: There was on hand to 
credit oi Treasury Department Dec. 3, 1877, 
$7,614, and the receipts had been $3,451; total, 
$11,066; there had been paid out $4,156, leav- 
ing a balance on hand of $6,879. In the Col- 
lector’s Department there was a balance Dec. 3 
of $65,344, and the receipts since had been $48; 
the expenses had been $39,219, leaving the ac- 
count overdrawn $23,825. The receipts tor the 
cost account were shown to have been 517, 901, 
and the expenses $13,663, leaving the account 
credited with $4,233. The Treasurer’s commis- 
sions for the half-year were shown to have been 
$3,451. out of which §3,735 had been expended 
for clerk hire, et. Attached to the report was 
the Treasurer’s pay-roll in detail, which showed 
that some of the employes had ben paid $3 per 
day, and others $3.50, aggregating a sum total 
for clerk hire for six months of $25,335.
